Time for Regrets 


LYTLE • CREEK, Calif 


(AP) 
— Last year Phillip J. 


Kelley caused a blaze that 
ravaged 34,000 acres of water- 
shed worth S16 million and 
cost $1.25 million to put out. 


This summer he's back in 


the San Bernardino Mountain-! 
working to help the blackened 
lands recover, trying to pre- 
vent similar conflagrations 
while serving a four-month 
sentence. 


A judge ordered the 22- 


year-old Rialto, Calif., native 
to spend his jail term with a 
U.S. Forest Service fire crew. 


Every 
weekday morning, 


Kelley climbs into the back of 
a truck with nine other pris- 
oners 
and rides into the 


charred mountains 40 miles 
east of Los Angeles to help 
clear and restore the land. 


"I feel a lot of remorse, to 


say the least.'' said the hard- 
hatted Kelley. a bass guitar 
player with a rock music- 


group before the fire. "It was 
a nightmare." 


The fire started Sept. 28. a 


day after Kelley's group fin- 
ished a recording session in 
nearby Riverside. Kelley says 
he had gone to Lytle Creek in 
t'ie mountains ''to check on 
six marijuana plants I had 
there. 


"I brought along some fire- 


works I had purchased in 
Denver when the band was 
playing there. I started shoot- 
ing them off. I was carefree, 
careless. 
I wasn't thinking 


how dry it was. 


Caught in Bush 


"Suddenly one caught in a 


bush close to me. It began to 
flame up. I tried stepping on 
it. That was a mistake. All it 
did was spread it out. In 
seconds it was too late." 


As he fled from the fire he 


met a U.S. Forest Service 
crow. They questioned him 
and that night he admitted 


causing the blaze. As the fire 
spread during the next 36 
hours. Kelley was in jail, 
feeling "pretty small, help- 
less." 


'•I prayed for rain, but the 


fire kept spreading." he said. 


During his term, Kelley has 


'•seen what the fire did. It's 
amazing. It looks like the 
moon ... completelv devastat- 
ed." 


He's also helped extinguish 


a 400-acre brush fire in near- 
by Apple Valley. 


Kelley, who considers him- 


self lucky to have escaped a 
state prison term, plans to 
marry 
when he's released 


from jail. He also says he'll 
never smoke marijuana again 
and will become a Mormon. 


'•You know, I've really be- 


come fire-conscious." he says. 
"When we're on the crew and 
someone throws a cigarette 
butt on the ground. I go over 
and stomp on it."

Wallace Opens Black 
Court - Closed School

Wallace issued an executive 


order directing the Limestone 
County school board to open the 
New Hope Junior High School 
and allow residents of the pre- 
dominantly Negro community 
to choose the county school 
their children will attend this 
fall. 


The New Hope School, estab- 


lished in the early 1920's. had 
only black pupils for many 
years. At the end of the 1970-71 
school year, there were 184 Ne- 
gro and five white children in 
the student body.

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Acidic Fuel 
Suspected in 
Chute Fault 


Rocket Propellent 
Dumped by Apollo 
Eats Through Nylon

— An acid-like rocket 


propellant which "eats through 
nylon like crazy" may have 
been responsible for the col- 
lapse of one of Apollo 15's para- 
chutes, a space agency source 
says. 


All of Apollo 15's three para- 


chutes opened properly, but one 
collapsed while the spacecraft 
was drifting toward splashdown 
over the Pacific Ocean nortK of 
Hawaii last Saturday. 


The collapse of the chute 


caused man's fourth moori ijiis- 
sion to return to earth about 
two miles an hour faster than 
usual, but created no 
diffi- 


culties for the astronauts other 
than a jolting splashdown. 


A space center source said 


Thursday the parachute appar- 
ently collapsed after fuel and 
oxidizer from the small rocket 
thruster system was jettisoned. 


"The oxidizer in this system 


is highly corrosive." said an of- 
ficial familiar with the prob- 
lem. "It can eat through nyloir 
like crazy." 


All Nylon 


The parachute panels anq its 


shroud lines are made of nylon. 


Astronaut Alfred M. Wofdeh 


indicated the cause of the col- 
lapse could be the rocket p3ro- 
pellant. During a news confer- 
ence Thursday with his Apollo 
15 crewmates, David R. Scott 
and James B. Irwin, Worden 
described the parachute prob- 
lem this way: 
\. 


"We saw through the window 


that all three chutes were out. 
We have a requirement to 
dump excess fuel on board.' We 
did 
and 
when 
the 
window 


cleared again, we saw one 
chute had collapsed. There's ^a 
possibility the fuel had some- 
thing to do with it." 


Had one more parachute, col- 


lapsed the spacecraft 
more 


than likely would have been 
crushed by impact when H hit 
the water, a space agency offi- 
cial said.

Safety Measures 
Prolong Season 
Of Summer Fun 


Ask any American what 


time of year he looks forward 
to the most in way of relaxa- 
tion and his answer is usually 
"summer vacation." Ranking 
right next in preference, for 
most people, are long summer 
weekends. Ironically, it is at 
those very times when people 
enjoy b o a t i n g , swimming, 
sunning and hiking that the 
greatest number of accidents 
occur.

Here are some precaution- 


ary measures, says the Health 
Insurance Institute, as well as 
first-aid procedures to keep in 
mind for the second half of a 
long hot summer, as well as 
the traditionally catastrophe- 
prone Labor Day weekend 
ahead. 


For the boater: equipment 


should be checked before leav- 
ing shore. Operate according 
to nautical rules, stay ashore 
in threatening weather, and 
keep away from liquor.

Southern Corn Leaf Blight 
during the past week," said 
the report issued Wednesday 
in Washington. 


The most serious and 


widespread fungus attacks 
are in southern Illinois, In- 
diana and eastern Iowa. 
"These states also report a 
general increase in infection 
levels in all corn-growing 
areas." 


Increase Listed 


Some increase also was 


noted in Nebraska, Kansas, 
Missouri, Michigan, Ohio and 
Kentucky. The disease is most 
severe where moisture levels 
are high and air circulation 


curtailed in valley or lowland 
areas. 


Higher infection rates were 


listed in Nebraska and South 
Dakota where farmers are 
using overhead irrigation 
sprinklers, than on non- 
irrigated fields. 


In the South and Mid- 


Atlantic regions corn with the 
T-cytoplasm, 
which 
is 


susceptible to blight, have 
moderate to heavy amounts of 
disease. Some fields have 
been listed as "almost 
destroyed," by the federal 
report.

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Dutch Elm Disease Loses Battle With UW Researchers 


MADISON - Dutch Elm 


Disease is fighting a losing 
battle against a team of 
University of Wisconsin (UW) 
researchers determined to 
produce a disease resistant 
tree. 


"We have one (tree) now 


that we're probably willing to 
stick our neck out on," said 
Jacob Smalley, professor of 
plant pathology and forestry. 


The 
trees 
are 
being 


developed north of here on the 
University's 
Arlington 


research 
center. 
There 


researchers have been ex- 
perimenting with between 20 
and 25 acres of elms. The 
search for an elm which will 
survive Dutch Elm Disease 
fungus began in 1958. 


Dutch Elm Disease is 


carried by bark beetles and 
can be transmitted through 
tree roots growing from in- 
fected to healthy trees. The 
fungus kills trees by causing a 
blockage of the vascular 
system which carries sap 
through the trunk of the tree to 
leaves and roots. 


Trees raised by Smalley and 


Don Lester, geneticist and 


professor of forestry at the 
university, have successfully 
resisted the disease. 
"I suspect that we'll go 


ahead on something with one 
of these this fall," said 
Smalley. The researchers will 
patent 
their 
discovery, 


probably in the name of the 
Wisconsin Alumni Research 
Foundation, and then release 
it to nurserys. 


More than one elm has 


proven resistant and several 
may be patented. Some trees 


have been developed by cross- 
breeding while others are 
Imports from other nations. 


"Our prune candidate is 


probably a cross between the 
Siberian elm and Japanese 
Elm," said Smalley. 


Cuttings from the tree 


originally were imported from 
a 
botanical 
garden 
on 


Hokkaido, the northern island 
of Japan. 


Attempts to duplicate the 


tree have not been entirely 
successful, probably because 


the Siberian Elm is a cross of 
unknown origin. 


The tree developed has 


repeatedly been infected with 
Dutch Elm Disease and 
survived. 


During the testing process 


sample trees were first ex- 
posed to the disease when a 
year old. Survivors were 
permitted to grow normally a 
year then exposed again to the 
deadly fungus when three 
years old. Inoculations again

Kelley caused a blaze that 
ravaged 34,000 acres of water- 
shed worth $16 million and 
cost $1.25 million to put out. 


This summer he's back in

for a suggestion it might be de- 
sirable to enact no new budget 
and simply continue existing 
appropriations for two years. 


"Those who are opposing pass- 


ing of a budget," Lucey said,

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Are We, Too, Afraid of Dissidents? 


! One of the major techniques used by 
the more conservative Soviet regime— 
at least in comparison to the days of 
Stalin and wholesale torture and 
execution of dissidents — is com- 
mitment to a mental hospital. But 
perhaps in the long run such a practice is 
more cruel than deportation in Siberia or 
even extermination. 


i 
The Serbsky Institute of Forensic 


Psychiatry in Moscow has been the 
^primary institution for the commitment 
of political prisoners, conveniently cited 
as insane. In the Soviet Union anyone 
who circulates leaflets critical of Soviet 
policies is practically considered out of 
his mind on the face of the criticism 
alone — and perhaps, considering his 
inevitable arrest and imprisonment, he 
is. But apparently even Soviet 
authorities are beginning to have some 
doubts about the practise. 


For one thing, even the treatment of 


alleged schizophrenics has not com- 
pletely ended dissent. One author, 
Vladimir Bukovsky, who has twice been 
cited as in need of psychiatric attention 
because of his criticism of government 
policies, still is complaining. In a letter 
to a western psychiatric organization 
last winter he wrote that "there is no 
fate more terrible than indefinite in- 
ternment in a psychiatric hospital." 


Since no permission is needed from 


the patient or his relatives for any 
treatment, it apparently is common to 
use mind confusing drugs, fever in- 
ducing pills, shock treatments and 
hormone therapy that is experimental at 
best. An underground Soviet publication 
claims that the failure of such methods 
to bring about confession and repen- 
tance means physical torture. Pukovsky 
says that even to think about getting out 
"you must declare openly and officially 
to the doctors that you admit you are 
sick." This is in keeping with the 
Communist trial techniques which 
somehow always get around to the 


confession of guilt as if that absolves the 
prosecution of vicious tactics or con- 
vinces the populace that the accused 
must have been guilty. 


In the Communist world, everything, 


from art to psychiatry, is supposed to be 
subservient to or for the purpose of 
advancing socialist theories. But some 
scientists apparently are beginning to 
agree with the literary dissidents that 
doubts about government policies do not 
necessarily mean that the critic is in- 
sane 
When the poef Natalya Gor- 


banevskaya 
was 
committed 
as 


schi?ophrenic, Professor D. R. Lunts, 
head of Serbsky, conceded that she had 
"no clear symptoms" of disorder. 
Earlier a commission had declared her 
sane although she later was committed. 
But her real psychiatric error was that 
she held a sign protesting the invasion of 
Czechoslovakia. Major General Pyotr, 
still imprisoned in another psychiatric 
hospital, supposedly is "suffering from a 
mental illness in the form of a 
pathological paranoid development of 
the personality with the presence of 
reformist ideas." The last part of this 
citation obviously is the truth. 


And yet Americans should not be 


complacent. The Reverends Philip, and 
Daniel Berrigan, while certainly im- 
prisoned for breaking a law, have been 
denied parole with no real explanation. 
Are they really so dangerous that they 
cannot be allowed to be free among other 
Americans? Or have they merely so 
heatedly questioned some, of the policies- 
of our government that they are con- 
sidered to be a threat spouting their 
ideas in the market place? 


The case of the Berrigan brothers is 


not at all in the category of Russian 
dissidents committed as insane. But a 
connection can be seen. A nation that is 
so afraid of its critics that it must lock 
them up has a lot more than them to 
fear. 


Cracks in the Berlin Wall 


It has been ten years since the East 


Germans, obviously encouraged and 
backed by the Russians, started putting 
up what at first was merely a small 
barbed wire fence between East and 
West Berlin. 


The reason was not hard to discover. 


Too many Germans living in the eastern 
sector did not appreciate the glories of 
communism. In fact some three million 
preferred 
to risk 
the horrors of 


capitalism and went west. The Berlin 
Wall was erected, not to keep out 
dangerous characters but to keep East 
Germans in, to make the Democratic 
German Republic a veritable prison. 


There often has been speculation as 


to what might have happened had the 
West Berliners, backed by the United 
States, systematically torn down those 
first barbed wire strands as fast as they 
were strung up. It is doubtful that shots 
would have been fired; the Russians 
wanted a shooting confrontation no more 
than did the Americans. While we have 
no secret documents such as the Pen- 
tagon Papers to give us an inkling as to 
the intentions or ambitions of those who 
decided to put up the Wall, we may 
suspect that they considered that it 
might not be a successful maneuver. 


But no real opposition to the Wall was 


encountered and while 135,000 East 
Germans still have managed to flee to 
the West in the last ten years, thousands, 
perhaps millions more stayed at home. 
More than 150 were shot and killed 


trying to escape. 


It is clear now that concessions are 


being made to poke holes in the concrete 
and stone barrier that replaced the 
barbed wire. For several holidays, the 
East Germans have permitted visits by 
West German relatives although not the 
other way around since East Germans 
permitted to go West just might not 
come home again. Negotiations among 
the Big Four powers continue about 
finding 
ways to unhindered 
traffic 


between East and West Berlin, Russian 
acceptance of the status of West Berlin 
in connection with West Germany — and 
some sort of official or tacit recognition 
of East Germany. Since it seems likely 
that the United States will accept such 
recognition of North Vietnam in partial 
exchange for a cessation of hostilities 
and we are obviously on our way toward 
diplomatic relations with Peking, ac- 
ceptance of the hard fact of the existence 
of East Germany could follow. Tne Bonn 
government has even suggested that 
both East and West German govern- 
ments be represented at the United 
Nations. 


But whatever changes are made in 


recognition of the realities of divided 
governments and the threats of 
unlimited war and devastation, the 
building of the Berlin Wall itself com- 
demned the Communists. A government 
that must shut its people in can hardly do 
more than bring snickers when it tries to 
proclaim their democracy and liberty.

As Outdated as Tarzan AAovie

DAKAR, Senegal — In his 


February Report to Congress 
on U. S. Foreign Policy for the 
Seventies, President Nixon 
disposed of Africa in seven 
skimpy, 
generality-laden 


pages. 


As this implies, the U. S. 


doesn't really have much of a 
policy toward Africa. We 
furnish 
a 
modicum 
of 


technical assistance; we utter 
platitudes about Our Sym- 
pathy 
With 
Emerging 


Nations; and we straddle the 
racial cleavage that divides 
black states from the white- 
run regimes of southern 
Africa. 


In a way, this makes sense. 


Africa is not where the in- 
ternational action is — at least 
not yet. But the other source of 
U. S. apathy is domestic. 
Many Americans still retain 
an image of the Dark Con- 
tinent rooted in the National 
Geographies, Tarzan movies, 
and imperial postage stamps 
of yesteryear. In short,' we 
have trouble taking Africa 
seriously. 


Red, Green on Map 


Anyone 
who 
reached 


adolescence before the later 
1950s will understand what I 
mean. Today's college kids 
have a new and different view, 
but persons over 30 learned 
about Africa when Zambia 
was still British-run Northern 
"Rhodesia. Well into the 1950s, 
Africa was colonial with a 
capital "C." It was red and 
green on the map; not for 
Christmas 
but 
for 
the 


respective empires of Britain 
and France. 


The postage stamps we 


pasted into since-forgotten 
albums had little oval pictures 
of King George, and 
un- 


derneath His Majesty were 
etchings of "natives" racing 
canoes, wielding spears, 
hacking open cocoa pods and 
the like. The word "natives" is 
used advisedly — it is the 
descriptive noun employed by 
the Scott's Standard Postage 
Stamp catalogues of the 50s. 
Of course, the French colonies 
had stamps too — colorful 
drugs on the philatelic market 
thai served as come-ons for 
"approvals."

Strictly Personal 
More Than One Why 
Back of Human Ills

What is the "cause" of my 


hay fever, which has begun 
every year around this time 
since I was a boy? The 
predisposing cause is my 
inherited constitution. The

piecipitating cause is the 
spread of ragweed pollen in 
the air around the middle of 
August. And the perpetuating 
cause is dust, a high wind, and 
increased sensitivity as the 
season progresses. 


There is, also, I am con- 


vinced, a psychological fac- 
tor: certain types of per- 
sonalities tend to be more 
allergic than others. Unless 
this factor is taken into con- 
sideration, the "causes" of an 
ailment cannot be properly 
described, understood, or 
treated. 


In his splendid book, "For 


Future Doctors," which I read 
and recommended a dozen 
years ago, Alan Gregg (then 
Director of Medical Sciences 
for the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation) makes an important 
point about the word "cause" 
that should be pondered by 
every doctor and patient: 


"I 
doubt 
if 
1 could 


exaggerate 
my 
feelings 


regarding the stupidity we 
show 
in 
so 
frequently 


assuming that one result is 
due to only one cause," begins 
Dr. Gregg. "We ought to use 
the word 'why' in the plural, 
and ask 'Whys is this patient 
in coma?' not 'Why is this 
patient in coma?' " 


The next time, he suggests, 


that you hear someone — 
including your doctor — say 
anything that attributes a 
single cause for some event, 
ask yourself if he means the 
p r e d i s p o s i n g , 
t h e 


precipitating, or the per- 
petuating cause. 
r 


"A particular case," he 


illustrates, "of a fractured 
jaw in a sailor may be the 
result of convergent causes — 
no letters from home, too 
much alcohol, the loan of a car 
by a friend, a -dark night, an 
on-coming car on a road 
covered by ice at a curve, new 
brake linings, a skid and a 
telephone. 


"These constitute the whys, 


not the why, of a fractured 
jaw. Take out any of these 
whys and the accident would 
not have occurred. When will 
we wake up to the importance 
of multiple causation?" 


These passages should be 


engraved on the walls of every 
medical school lecture hall — 
and 
law 
school 
and 


engineering school, to say 
nothing of classrooms in 
history and psychology. For 
each discipline and specialty 
tends to reduce a problem to 
its own dimensions, of seeking 
its own "why" and ignoring 
the others, of giving simple 
answers to complex con- 
ditions. 


All such single answers are 


partly right and partly wrong, 
and what we need in every 
field is a convergence of views 
into the composite "whys" 
that defy any simple and 
unified solution to most 
human ills.
